Millions of Americans took to 


the highways today, bent on a 
leisurely observance of the long 
Independence 
Day 
weekend 


away from home. 


The weather was not ideal for 


highway travel in about one-half 
of the country because 
there 


was a threat of scattered show- 
ers. 


The National Safety Council 


estimated that more than 83 mil- 
lion motor vehicles will travel 
8.4 billion miles during the 
three-day observance of the hol- 
iday. This is 300 million miles 
over the total travel during a 
nonholiday period of the same 
length. 


Between 450 and 550 persons 


may lose their lives in traffic 
accidents during the period that 
started at 6 p.m. local time and 
will end at midnight Sunday, 
the council estimated. 


The Associated Press made a 


survey during a recent three - 
day nonholiday period to estab- 
lish a basis for comparison with 
the present holiday. There were 
420 traffic deaths during the 
nonholiday weekend, 16 in boat- 
ing mishaps and 104 by drown- 
ing. 


The record traffic toll for a 


three-day observance of Inde- 
pendence Day is 442, set in 
1940. 


Traffic deaths have averaged 


about 143 a day during the first 
five months this year, including 
deaths that occurred days or 
weeks after the accidents. The 
holiday 
tabulation 
includes 


deaths only during the holiday 
period.

New Gas Field 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Tests 


on a wildcat well indicate a nat- 
ural gas discovery of major pro- 
portions in the Arkoma Basin of 
Western Arkansas and Eastern 
Oklahoma, the Arkansas Louisi- 
ana Gas Co. said Tuesday. 


W. R. Stephens,, Arklapresi- 


dent, said the well Harley Bled- 
soe No. 1 in LeFlore, County, 
Okla.,. had tested for an open 
flow of 4.5 million cubic feet of 
gas per day. 


He said the well is perforated 


from 6,337 feet to 6,501 feet in 
the Simpson zone. It represents 
the first commercial production 
from that zone in the Arkoma 
basin. 


Perforations 
between 
6,160 


and 6,170 feet in the basin test- 
ed an estimated 36 million cubic 
feet per day on an open flow. 


Arkla owns 25 per cent interes 


in the well through a subsidiary. 
Stepens said three tests will be 
drilled in an area next to the 
discovery well.

LBJ Plans to

He isn't saying much about it 


now and probably won't say! a 
word until after the Democratic 
convention nominates him/late 
in August and the presidential 
campaign begins. 
: 


Then, when the Republicans 


begin,heckling him, with.chargee' 
of inadequacies and deficiencies 
he can hit them with his record. 
By then it should be very good, 
at least on domestic legislation 
and his success with Congress. 


The latest part of the record 


was added Thursday night as he 
signed the new civil rights law, 
the strongest in almost 'a cen- 
tury. 


The Republicans, as he said, 


voted for it overwhelmingly, too. 
But the passage of this strong 
measure is one more example 
of how Congress has responded 
to his requests to give him what 
he wants as he wants it. 


The biggest previous example 


was the $11.5-billion tax-cut bill 
passed earlier this year. It was 
the biggest tax cut in history. 
There have been some other 
examples. 


And there are more to come. 


Since he has no opposition for 
the Democratic nomination he 
can spend his time working in 
the presidency and on Congress 
until next month's convention in 
Atlantic City. 


This is an advantage the Re- 


publican nominee can't enjoy, 
whoever he turns out to be. He 
won't have a White House rec- 
ord to point to and he and his 
party will have to think up fault 
to find as they go along. 


And at this moment the Re- 


publicans themselves 
do not 


seem to know whether their 
party will be split wide open by 
their very act of picking a can- 
didate to put up against John- 
son. They meet July 13 in San 
Francisco. 


In person or on the telephone, 


Johnson, who was in Congress 
23 years himself, is a master at 
twisting the arms and bending 
the ears of the members of 
House and Senate to get what 
he wants. Those around him 
say he never stops. 


What he wants is the maxi- 


mum legislation, which will re- 
quire Congress to come back 
after the Republican conven- 
tion and work perhaps right up 
to the time the Democratic con- 
vention starts.

The first test came in Kansas

success to obtain a haircut in 
the basement barbershop at the 
Muehlebach Hotel where the 
Congress 
of .Racial Equality 


was holding its national conven- 
tion. 


Members of CORE immedi- 


ately staged a sit-in at the bar- 
bershop and in the hotel lobby 
until the barbershop closed at 
its regular time. 


The hotel, the largest in Kan- 


sas City, is integrated except for 
the barbershop, said Val Cole- 
man, 
CORE public relations 


representative. 


Later, Gus Imbeau, the head 


barber, said he was informed 
the 
hotel 
management 
had 


agreed to try to obtain barbers 
who were willing to cut the hair 
of Negro customers. 


At Albany, Ga., a spokesman 


for the Student Nonviolent Co- 
ordinating Committee said inte- 
grated groups were served for 
the first time in seven establish- 
ments. No incidents were re- 
ported. 


The south Georgia city was 


the scene of numerous racial 
demonstrations and hundreds of 
arrests the past several years.
